It was tnought appropriate that 


it should serve the same sad o£Sce for 


another distinguished son of Illinois. 


THE LAST LEAVB TAKING. 


At 11 o'clock the undertaker and his 


assistants withdrew, when the immediate

The ample folds of a garrison 


flag were arranged about the casket and 


tied in place with ribbons of white, 


while a number of palm branches were 


placed upon its top.

ON the streets of the little town of 
Malone, N. Y., there is occasionally 
seen an old and feeble man, with

He will never wear an overcoat when 
in Washington, and in the coldest 
weather can be seen trotting around 
the streets at a lively pace, while the 
color of an eighteen-year-old boy is in 
his face. Mr. Wheeler is ten years 
younger than Mr. Hamlin, but his ter- 
rible appearance makes him appear at

gigantic intellect that shone succes- 
sively in the 
Legislature, in Con- 
gress,

chair

presiding officer of the Senate, has 
dwindled 
away, 
leaving its 
owner

fretful, childish 
old 
man. 
In 
In 1875 Mr. Wheeler was nominated 
Vice President, and was seated the fol- 
lowing year. 
Then, it was that Mr. 
Wheeler's awful habit began to have its 
effect. For years he had used the drug 
in moderation, and it had nerved him 
to some of the moot brilliant political 
achievements on reoord; but its con- 
tinued use was beginning to tell on 
him, and by the time his term of office 
expired Mr. Wheeler was a broken- 
down old man, no longer able to stanc 
the long drives, and scarcely strong 
enough to drag his tottering limbs 
along the streets of his native city, 
where his old associates were horrified 
to see the change in the once bright 
face. The secret could not long be 
hidden, though it is suppressed as much 
as 
possible 
by 
the villagers. 
Mr. 
Wheeler's 
decline 
has 
been 
so 
steady and his disappearance from pub- 
lic life so complete that it was gener- 
ally supposed that he was dead, and 
several newspapers in referring to the 
Arthur obsequies mentioned him in the 
list of deceased Vice Presidents. 
His 
retirement is partrially due to his phys- 
ical weakness, and partially to his 
family and his physician.

THE NEW WAR VESSELS. 


T H E CRUISERS AND GUNBOATS 
R E - 


CENTLY 
ORDERED. 


War Shlpfl that Are to Equal Anyihlnf 
Afloat In Speed—Plans Purchased from 
England—Rapid Construction Required. 
Activity In the Navy Department. 


The 
navy 
department 
at 
Washington 
•eems to have at last awakened from tbe long 
Bleep following the 
civil war. 
There is 
activity observed in every branch, from the 
eecretary of the navy'g office down. 
The 
energy of Secretary Whitney seems to be felt 
throughout the whole service. 
The office of 
tbe secretary has become one of the busiest. 
Models and plans of war vessels and arma- 
ment are to be seen everjrwhera 
Conspicu- 
ous among them is a model erf the famous 
Japanese cruiser "Naniwa EZan," which is 
to be ussed as a pattern for the new cruiser 
Charleston. 
This model is pronounced to be 
a masterpiece in its way. 
I t was made in 
Washington a t a cost of $2,500i. 


STEEL CRUISER CHARLESTON. 


The contracts were recently awarded for five 
new war vessels authorized by congress. 
We 
present here careful engravings made f r o m 
the official drawings. The first is the Charles- 
ton, to be built by the Union iron works of 
San Francisco, within eighteen months, a t a 
cost of $1,017,500. 
She is to be a duplicate, 
as far as possible, of the Japanese war ship, 
a t pi-esent the fastest afloat. 
Her length is to 
be 300 feet; breadth, 46 feet; draught, 
ieet. 
She will be built of steel throughout, 
with a convex steel deck, water tight com- 
partments and every improvement tliat naval 
science has thus far devised. 
Her battery 
will consist of two 10-inch 28-ton breech load- 
ing rifles and six 6-lnch rifles, besides ma- 
chine guns and torpedoes. 
She will possess 
engines that will develop 7,500 hoi-se power, 
driving twin screws, which will give her, it is 
expected, a speed of twenty-two miles an 
hour. 


THE BALTIMORE. 


The Baltimore is to be built by Cramp & 
Sons for $1,325,000 witiiin eighteen months. 
Her plans, as well as those of her sister ships, 
were purchased in England. 
She is ex^iected 
to be the largest and fastest cruiser in the 
world. 
She is modeled, it is said, after a 
Spanish cruiser—the 
Reina 
Regente~now 
building on the Clyde. 
Her enguies will de- 
velop 9,000 horse power, and her speed wlU 
be about twenty-two miles an tiour. 


THE NEWARK. 


The bid for the Newark is not yet given 
out, but it is expected it soon will be. 
She is 
to be 310 feet long; breadth, 50 feet; draft, 
19 feet 
She will carry an ai-mament of 12 
6-inch breech loading rifles and the usual 
secondary battery of smaller guns. 
Her 
machinery must be guaranteed to produce 
8,500 indicated horse power with a speed of 
over twenty miles an hour. 
She will be 
fitted 
with a convex steel deck like the 
Charleston and every other 
improvement 
possibloi 


1,700-TON GUNBOAT. 


One of the gunboats is to be built by Cramp 
& Sons, the other by the Columbia iron 
works, Baltimore. 
The latter is to be 870 
tons and 175 feet in length. The picture given 
is of the larger gun b o a t 
Her length is to be 
230 feet; breadth, 36 feet; draft, 14. 
Her in- 
dicated horse 
power 
will b© about 3,000, 
which is expected to give her a sfieed of 
eighteen and a halt miles an hour. 
She will 
icaiTy 6 G-inch breech loading rifles and a 
secondary battery. 


The guns for these vessels are being rapidly 
forged in the Washington navy yard. 
The 
making of a 6-inch breech loading rifle re- 
quires about two years time at a cost on an 
average of about 50 cents a pound, so that a 
30-ton gun will cost $30,000. 


The contnuitoi's of the cruisers are bound 
under severe penalties to complete the vessels 
within the specified time and of the best 
workman-ship and material. 
The gunboats 
are to be built within a year.

EX-GOVERNOR 
PITKIN. 


A Prominent Man of Colorado Called 
Away by Death. 


. It has been said of Predtsn'ck W. Pitkin, 
tbe ex-govemor of Colorado, whose death 
was chronicled the other day, that be was 
"pure in life, pure in politics and pure in am- 
bition. 
W o r t h 
rather than wealth 
was the idea he rep- 
resented in politics, 
and his friends hold 
that had 
not ill- 
health, in the form 
o f 
consumption, 
f a toned itself upon 
him he would have 
long ago made his 
mark 
in national 
affairs. 
His life history 
EX-GOVERNOR PITKIN, may be briefly told 
as follows: He was b o m in Manchester, Conn., 
Aug. 31, 1837, and studied at the Wesleyan 
university in Middletown, his 
graduation 
taking place in 1858. 
His legal education 
was obtained at the Albany 
(N. Y.) law 
school, and after leaving this institution he 
settled down to practice his profession in Mil- 
waukee. 
Here his health failed him, and in 
1873 he sought recuperation in Europe, but 
was brought home a year later quite pros- 
trated. 
Then he pushed further WQst in 
search of health, and found it in a mining 
camp in Colorado, then just admitted to the 
Union. 
Practice came with returning health, 
and he bad secured some good mining prop- 
erty when he was nominated to the guberna- 
torial chair in 1878. 
Strong opposition could 
not defeat him, and two years he was re- 
elected to the same high office. His adminis- 
tration was marked by strong good sense. A t 
the close of his second term he was spoken of 
for senator, but his ill-health would not per- 
mit of his making the canvass.
